EK ing on the walls of Empehi. Its English rendition is, ‘To be rather than seem- 

ing to be.” This is an expression of the true spirit that should characterize 
every student graduating from the Morgan Park High School. The policies 
of the administration are so fashioned as to bring about this most desirable 
objective. They may be briefly stated as follows: (1) good citizenship, (2) de- 
mocracy, (3) co-operation, (4) student responsibility, (5) tolerance, (6) justice, (7)

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STUDENT-TEACHER RELATIONSHIPS

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STUDENT GOVERNMENT 


The Student council, composed of all di- 
vision chairmen, is the lower house of our 
bicameral legislative department. Repre- 
senting the student body at large, this or- 
ganization gives an opportunity for stu- 
dents to voice their opinions concerning 
their student government. From the sug- 
gestions of this body are formulated the 
plans for running the Student Association 
which the executive committee carries out. 
Besides passing laws, the Student council 
has the duty of voting upon the nominees 
for S.A. officers. Together with the Board 
of Control, the Student council must ratify 
the S.A. slate. The presiding officer of this 
body is the president of the Student As- 
sociation. 

The Board of Control, the upper house of 
our legislative department, includes in its 
membership the presidents of all clubs. In 
order to retain membership in the Board 
of Control, clubs must attain a certain num- 
ber of points which they earn through 
various activities. The highlight of the 
social activities of this organization is the 
annual Board of Control banquet, when 
the new Student association officers are 
formally installed and the newly elected 
club presidents are introduced. The first 
vice-president of the S.A. presides over this 
organization, while Miss Condit spon- 
sors it. 

Perhaps the most complex portion of our 
S.A. is the judicial department, which in- 
cludes a Student court under which oper- 
ate a series of committees. Each of the 
four judges, presided over by a chief jus- 
tice, oversees the work of a certain number 
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of committees. The newly formed Exterior 
and Interior Service committees were 
headed by Stan Hall and Cliff Keddie, re- 
spectively. The Exterior Service committee 
takes charge of cleaning the parkways 
and it is responsible for the conduct of 
students outside the school buildings. Un- 
der the Interior Service committee comes 
the system of hall guards, which was 
headed by Bill Rose, and an organization 
to maintain order in the lunch rooms. The 
probation committee, under the court, is 
an organization whose job is to cut down 
suspensions and to aid suspended stu- 
dents as well. Jane Strack has been in 
charge of the committee during the past 
semester. The S.B.I., headed by a chair- 
man and his cabinet attempts to stop theft 
and also to recover stolen articles. Frank 
Lambert, who headed the organization 
during the beginning of the term was re- 
placed by Gerry Douglass. The Court has 
been presided over by Chief Justice Pat 
Pontius and has been sponsored by Capt. 
Lorentz. 


The Inter-Class Council, headed by Her- 
man Teninga and represented on the Ex- 


ecutive committee by the second vice- 
president of the S.A., includes officers of 
the four classes. This organization carries 
out the program of promotion. 

The Assembly committee, composed of 
several teachers and students, encourages 
the preparation of better assemblies, since 
this group must pass on all assemblies 
before they may be presented before the 
student body.
